As these two superpowers grow closer 
together with the progress of rapproche-

In many instances the Commis- 
sioner can ensure a more lıumane solution 
dealing the individual greater justice. 

In the early years the Comınissloner 
was synonymous with, let us say, dumb 
Insolence on the part of both the troops 
and right-wing politiclans, both of whom 
were uneasy at ihe idea of civillan 
interventlon In the conduct of military 
affairs, 

This slate of affairs is now largely a 
thing of the past. The Commissloner is 
now centltled to answer parliamentary 
queries concerning lis report. Debate is 
no longer postponed and conveniently 
forgotlen. 

Parliament ought nuw to gu ù step 
further and equip Ihe Commissioner with 
further-reaching tespousibility,. Preven- 
Lion is better than cute. This old adage is 
unduubtedly true of many injustices to 
which the Comuissioner bas in the past 
only been able to reuct, whereas prior 
intervention might well have prevented 
situations from arising.

Married men 
with families excused 
military service 


FH" July next nruriel men with 
families will na longer he called up 
for military service, the Defence Ministry 
in Bonn has ruled. Ministry spukesman 
Harry Wildermuth stated on 12 April thal 
this dispensation was not a malter’ of 
principle, however, 

Men with wives and children will in 
future only be liable to conscription 
provided that there are not enough single 
men around the country to maintain ult 
strength. This, Wildermuth conuuonted, 
was a fairly unllkely state of affairs. 

The new ruling is designed to prevent 
unnecessary hardship for young families. 
ft will also facllitale service life, since no 
special attention need be paid to the 
requirements of married men in allolling 
leave and weekend duties, for Instance, 

The number of youngsters likely to be 
affected by the ruling is estimated at 
some five per cent of û year's intake. The 
current conscript year, men born in 1953, 
amounts to a potential intake of 347,000, 
some 17,000 of whom will be excused 
military service as a result.

It was a year before Armdt's father Wus 
back on his feet aguin after this murder 
attempt.

The’ 
proportion ûf imported steel in this' 
country in the boom year 1969 wads only 
25.5 per cent, bit during ' last year's 
recession it incwased to 34.2 per cent, 
Conversely this country’s steel industry, 
only exported 27 per cent of its 
production ih 1969 while last year this’ 
was up to 34 per cent. 

Export prices in 1969 were conslder- 
ably higher than the profits achieved in the 
Federal Republic, while in 1972 they 
were considerably lower. Clients in this 
country who were well served’ by the 
induslry in 1069 turned to foreign 
producers in 1972 because they offered 
steel ùt lower prices.
